Hodges, a negro horso train­ 
er, about 1 o clock this ‘afternoon, 
shot Arthur Kidwell, a young white 
waiter at McGurren’s restaurant, fol­ 
lowing a heated argument in which 
the negro Is said to have abused the 
young white man shamefully. 
Hodges, who had 
just 
returned 
from Oklahoma, so witnesses to the 
shooting claim, entered the testau- 
rant, where Kidwell was busily en­ 
gaged in serving customers, and seat­ 
ing himself at a lunch counter re­ 
served for white people was asked 
to change his seat. 
Upon being requested to do to the 
negro is alleged to have become very 
abusive, while Kidwell 
merely 
in­ 
formed him he would have to comply 
with the regulations of the house. 
The 
negro 
still kept up his ha­ 
rangue, and told Kidwell he darea 
him to come ouiside: 
On his start­ 
ing to the street, at the corner of 
Main and Osage, the negro fired at 
him with a Si-calibre revolver, the 
ball striking him in the left side of 
the face. 
The bullet was deflected 
by the cheek bone, taking a down­ 
ward course fcr about three inches, 
and coming out just below the left 
ear. 
The wound, according to Dr. E. F. 
Slaats, who attended Kidwell, is a 
clean one. No serious results are an 
ticip&ted, and it is thought that it will 
not inconvenience the victim ^nfly 
for a period of a few days. 
Kidwell, 
after

attention, was taken to his hpme, 23C 
South Missouri avenue, where he is 
resting as easily as could be antici­ 
pated. 
His assailant, Hodges, immediate­ 
ly following the shooting, went to 
police headquarters and surrendered 
himself to (Thief of Police Howard 
Wood.

world’s first wile of new crop 1911 
cotton is on tne market, but its act­ 
ual transfer into commerce was not 
attained until three records had been 
broken, including a remarkable race 
against two imaginary bales to Hous­ 
ton, the concentration point of over 
2,000,000 bales annually. 
This first bale of cotton was raised 
by B. Matz, a planter of San Benito, 
Cameron county, in the 
rich 
Gulf 
coast country of Texas, was ginned 
ten days ahead of any other bale in 
the history of the cotton croo, was 
rushed a distance of 350 miles to 
Houston in a special train, in a race 
it was supposed with two Other com­ 
peting first bates. Later another rec­ 
ord was broken when the bale was 
sold at auction on the floor of the 
Houston Cotton Exchange for $1,015, 
or nearly $2 60 per pound, the bale 
weighing 493 pounds. 
Jesse Jones, 
of Houston, bid in the bale. 
Thus all first crop records in the 
history of the cotttm industry were 
broken. Last year the first bale came 
from Mercedes and sold for $376 at 
auction on the floor of the Houston 
Cotton Exchange, 
which 
was 
the 
world’s record price. 
That bale was 
ginned June 20. 
The enthusiasm over the prospect­ 
ive bumper cotton crop for Texas this 
year and over 
the 
unürecedented 
earliness of the production of the first 
bale probably inspired the heavy bid­ 
ding, a New York cotton factor being 
pitted against the Houston bidders. 
When this bale wafe being gathered 
at San Benito and ginned a report ar­ 
rived in Houston that the firs4 bale 
was being rushed from Rivera. 
This 
report was telegraphed to San Ben­ 
ito. 
The commercial club of that 
town chartered a special train over 
the Brownsville road 
and 
secured 
•right of way over all trains to Hous­ 
ton. 
Then the race began. 
It was pre­ 
sumed 
Rivera 
was expressing the 
bale, while reports had it that an­ 
other bale was being expressed to 
Houston. 
San Benito money flowed 
in plenty to inspire fast time for the 
special and a mile-a-minute schedule 
was maintained, the bale reaching 
Houston early the next morning. 
At 
the station an automobile was wait­ 
ing to receive the bale and eight min­ 
utes after its arrival in Houston it 
was on the liuor of the Houston Cot­ 
ton Exchange, the first new croo bale 
of the 1911 cotton crop. Then it was 
learned thai the Rivera bale and the 
other bale Were imaginary. 
Telegrams of congratulation were 
received by the Houston Cotton Ex­ 
change from New Orleans, Memphis, 
New York and Manchester, England, 
over the breaking of the world’s rec­ 
ord in early production and initial 
price for the first bale. 
At the auc­ 
tion tho Exchange floor was crowded, 
.'•■ blight pictures were taken of the 
' aV and the crowd, champagne was 
passed around 
and 
cigars.' 
When 
both had bubbled and burned into en­ 
thusiasm the bidding began, the first 
hfd being $250. 
In fifteen minutes 
the bale had been knocked down for 
$1,013.

Card, and was later released on a 
bond of $300, whicb Was furnls ed 
by his wife. 
The wounded man 
Is 
20 years 
old and the trouble is said to have 
arisen over a family dispute, which 
brought about 111 feeling and subse­ 
quently ended with what might have 
been murder. There are, as In ail 
deplorable cases of this nature, two 
sides to the case, the Miller youth 
and his people 
claiming 
that the 
shooting was entirely without prov­ 
ocation, while Wilkerson 
claims to 
have shot in self-defense, saying he 
was compelled to use his weapon to 
protect himself.

located, hut It 
was considered in the flesh too deep 
to cot for at thie time and was not 
removed. Dr. Barnum probed lightly 
for the ball, but was unable to reach 
It without cutting Into the flesh. 
Had the ball struck one-half inch 
in front of where

did It would 
have penetrated the abdomen, 
and 
probably would have 
canned death 
in a very short while after the shot 
was fired.

CASE TAKER FROM THE JURY 


Circuit Judge Shain Sustained Demur­ 
rer of Defendant's Attorneys 
and Held The* Debt Could 
Not Be Legal.

Today in the criminal division 
the circuit court the case of A. 
McDaniel, charged with the embezzle­ 
ment OF $105 from the Credential Cou­ 
pon and Trading Co., was on trial be­ 
fore a special jury selected from an 
extra venire. 
After the evidence of 
the witnesses had been heard «the at­ 
torneys for the defense filed a de­ 
murrer to the evidence. This demur­ 
rer was sustained by the court for 
the following reasons: 
The court held that the prosecut­ 
ing company in charging $5.25 for a 
five dollar credit book, $10.50 for a 
$10 book and $15.75 for a $15 book, 
etc., for a credit represented by a 
note due for the respective amounts 
in approximately thirty days, or less, 
was in violation of that section of the 
statute known as the two and one- 
half per cent, a month statute, and 
that 
thereby 
the 
indebtness, 
for 
which the assignment was made was 
tainted with usury, which made the 
assignment void. 
The assignment being void there 
was therefore no embezzlement on 
tbe part of the defendant.

Washington, June 20.—The silver 
wedding celebration of the president 
and Mrs. Taft, the second that has 
been held in the White House, came 
to an end last night with the recep­ 
tion on the White House lawn.

the president was not given cut, it 
was estimated that at least 5,000 per­ 
sons we*e present. 
Never in ¿he history of the nation 
probably has such a function been 
held in Washington. 
The diplomatic 
corps, the 
United 
States

court, the senate and the house of rep­ 
resentatives, ihe departments of the 
government, the men who are high in 
political affairs of the country, the 
army, the navy and qvery walk in life 
allmost were represented. 
The cool clear night that made a re­ 
ception in the open air possible pre­ 
vented 
crush that 
the 
White 
House for days had been afraid of and 
made the recoption delightful In every 
respect. 
The guests would have filled 
the White House to overflowing, but 
the White House guards are ample 
and there was no crush and no con­ 
tusion.
